Cntivnting JFis Memory. 

" You are cut out for a politician," 
thocomardesof Thurlow Weed used to 
say lo him, when be Was a young prin- 
ter and paragapher al Rochester. 

IK- was inclined to believe them ; 
but ho was conscious i>( one serious 
disqualification. His memory was a 
sieve. He could not remember any- 
thing: neither dates, nor names, nor 
faces, nor appointments. Ho said to 
his wib one (lay: 

"Catherine, 1 shall never make a 

successful politician, for 1 cannot re- 
member, and that is a prime necessity 
of politicians. A politician who see^s 

a man once should remember him 
forever, " 

His wife, wdio was a wise and excel 
lent woman, told him that ho must 
train his memory. So every ("veiling, 
when the day's cares and labors were 

over, he spent fifteen minutes in trying 

to recall all that had happened. At 
first he could remember very Utile. 
not even wdiat ho had for breakfast; 

but gradually he found his memory 
improving, and one night his wife 
said to him: 

" Why can't you fell me every- 
thing that has happened ? My in- 
terest in your affairs would make u 
easier and ploasantor. " 

Prom that time forward for fifty 
years, bo made il a practice to relate 
to his Catherine every night, the whole 
history of the day; tho editorials ho 
had written: the people he had seen; 
his conversation with then; and loiters 
he had sent and received: the rides 
and walks he had taken: and even 
what he had for dinner. Tho result 
of this nightly exercise was a constant 
improvement of his memory. 

■• 1 found," he once wrote. " that. 1 
could say my lesson bettor and bettor 
rear, and. instead of growing 
irksome, it got to be a pleasure to run 
over the events of the day in review. 
1 am indebted lo Ibis discipline for a 

memory of somewhat unusual tenacity, 

and I recommend the practice to all 
who expect to have much to do with 
influencing men."

that oil marks on papered walls against 
which thoughtless persons have laid 
their heads, may bo removed by mak- 
ing a paste of cold water and fuller's 
earth, and laying il on the surfiua 
without rubbing it, on, else the pat- 
torn of tho paper may be injured, 
i ho paste on all night. In the 
morning it may be brushed off and 
the spot will have disappeared. 
though a renewal of tho operation 
may bo needed if the oil spot is old. 

That plush may be cleaned is a fact 
of interest; children's plush coats 
that have become soiled on tho front 
can be softly and delicately sponge 
with a little borax and water, with- 
out injury : a teaspoonful of powdered 
borax to a quart of water is the proper 
proportion : use a very soft Bpo 
and. by tho way, a sponge may be 
softened by boiling it, m (dean water;

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The pupils of St. Joseph's Institu- 
tion, in Westchester County, N. Y., 
hare been scampering away from the 
hospitable roof that educated and 
sheltered them. Four boys left school 
discipline and classroom hardships 
behind, and hied them to the city of 
New York, only to b<; pounced upon 
by detectives and returned to the Insti- 
tution a day or two later. The lust. 
of the boys was taken to police head 
quarters, where Ii6 accused the Super- 
intendent of cruelly beating him. The 
papers of the next day, evidently 
sympathizing with the hoy, gave MM 
the impression that tho "asylum," as 
they term it, resembles the school for 
moulding the moral and intellectual 
ideas that is known to the world as 
Dotheboy's Hall, and over which Mr. 
Wackford Squesn and his amiable 
partner exercised parental control. 
The public does not seem to know 
that there is as much of the article 
called "cuHsedness " in some of the 
deaf mute boys as in boys who hear 
and speak. But such is the fact, 
nevertheless. It is more than probfl 
ble that the boy was to blame for the 
superintendent's demeanor. At any 
rate, it is not justice to cast reflections 
upon the official actions of an educated 
man, because of the idiosyncrasies of 
a confessed wrongdoer.

Prof. Alexander Graham Bell is 
certainly laboring hard and faith- 
fully in the interests of the deaf 
and dumb. He has made among the 
deaf inumerable experiments, drawn 
any number of deductions, and pre- 
sented to the world various theories, 
all of which have cost him a groat deal 
of valuable time and no insignificant 
sums of money. Whether his theories 
be accepted or rejected by men of 
longer experience, they all will ac- 
knowledge the unselfish devotion 
which he has shown towards the cause 
of deaf mute education. One of his 
newest devices is called the Audiome- 
ter, and is intended to test and regis 
ter the hearing capacity of those who 
suffer from partial or supposed total 
deafness. The machine is a combina- 
tion of the telephone and a galvanic 
battery, and appears to be very faith- 
ful in its operations. We had an op 
portunity to test our hearing capacity 
a few days since. Hitherto we be- 
lieved it to be at zero, but much to our 
astonishment it was registered at 11 
in one ear and 9 in the other. But 
the most curious part of it all was that 
immediately after, a very strong ear- 
trumpet was tried, and with the result 
that we could distinguish several of 
the vowel sounds, although six 
months previous we could hear no 
sound at all. Two days after, the 
trumpet was again tried, but we could 
not hear any of the sounds except the 
letter o. Can it be that the testing 
apparatus had a stimulating effect, 
upon the auditory nerves I I'erhaps, 
in time, the question of teaching deaf- 
mutes may be solved through some 
kind of an instrument that will give 
them a certain power to hear and 
distinguish magnified vocal sounds. 
The present invention has demonstrat- 
ed that there are many inmates of deaf- 
mute schools that can Ik; profitably 
taught through the ear, and is a strong 
endorsement of Principal Gillespie's 
"oral classes," if any other than the 
success he has achieved he considered 
necessary. 

Dr. James C. Carson, who succeed- 
r I Dr. William Porter as Superinten- 
dent of the New York Institution, a 
little over a year ago, has resigned his 
position to accept the superintendence 
of the New York State Idiot Asylum, 
at Syracuse. During his short stay 
at the New York Institution, Dr. Car- 
son has performed the duties of bis 
office with care and conscientious- 
ness, and will leave behind him many 
friends, who extend their congratula 
tions and bespeak for him much suc- 
cess in bis new field of labor.
